With the price of wheat topping 
at $1 a bushel Chicago 
Saturday 
and with the general reports that 
crop prospects are the worst ever 
known, numerous persons are un­ 
usually interested in the agricul­ 
tural situation this year. 
Rains which fell

month brought substantial relief 
to many sections, especially in the 
north central States, but the mois­ 
ture appeared too late to help the 
wheat and oats crops.

winter wheat crop made recently 
pla 'd the total yield at 400,000,- 
00 bushels. Officials of the crop re­ 
porting board are expecting

of spring wheat.

first estimate has been exceeded, 
it is thought that

wheat carryover will be reduced
